Another reason for the great 
increase in horsepower in the 
more luxurious automotive crea­ 
tions is a competitive battle which 
seems bi be shaping up U t ween 
top lines of the big three automo­ 
bile manufacturers and one inde­ 
pendent Which formerly had a 
sizable slice of this market. Com­ 
petition is something prosjiective 
purchasers of cars should antici­ 
pate with glee.

NEW YORK — (INS) — Statis­ 
tics o n ho me accidents have sho wn 
fo r years that wo men and children 
have the du bio u s ho no r o f being 
first o n the list o f bu rn casu alties. 
Ho me safety adviso rs at the I T . S. 
Department o f Agricu ltu re believe 
this reco rd co u ld be changed if 
ho u sewives 
wo u ld

simple safety measu res in their 
kitchens. 
Ho t fat that spatters o r tips o ver 
is o ne big cau se o f serio u s bu rns. 
So never lift a kettle o f ho t fat. 
Wait u ntil the fat co o l^s do wn be­ 
fo re mo ving it. And when yo u place 
anything to co o k in ho t fat. do it 
carefu lly, with a pair o f to ngs in­ 
stead o f yo u r fingers if po ssible. 
Here’s ano ther simple ru le to fo l­ 
lo w when co o king. Always make 
su re that pan handles are tu rned 
away fro m the edge o f the sto ve so 
that yo u wo n’t accidetally kno ck 
o ff the pans. Use pans with flat 
bo tto ms that stand steady o n the 
sto ve, and make su re the po t han­ 
dles are o n tight — so they wo n't 
lo o sen o r tu rn when yo u lift the 
ho t pan. 
Befo re yo u take a ho t pan o ff 
the sto ve, by the way. have a place 
ready fo r it so yo u wo n't be swing­ 
ing aro u nd clu tching the ho t pan 
while yo u ’re lo o king fo r a place to 
set it. And remember to raise the 
co ver o n the far side first, so the 
steam will co me o u t away fro m 
yo u . 
One ru le th a t’s repeated time and 
time again — bu t keeps getting 
o verlo o ked — is to keep any fabric 
o r paper in yo u r kitchen far, far 
away fro m the sto ve o r any flame 
o r heating u nit. That go es fo r c u r­ 
tains, dishclo thes, paper calendars, 
recipe clippings and co llectio ns o f 
paper bags. 
Have plenty o f thick po t ho lders 
aro u nd, and u se them dry — no t 
wet. A wet po t ho lder can give yo u 
a steam bu rn. Incidentally, ro u nd 
po tho lders seem to be safer than 
squ are po t ho lders becau se they fit 
the hand and have no co rners that 
might dro o p do wn into the flame.

One o f the best all-pu rpo se, and 
year-ro u nd vegetables yo u can get 
is snap beans. They’re no t very 
glamo ro u s, bu t they’ve go t vita­ 
mins, they’re eco no mical, and thev 
can be tasty if handled right. 
Snap beans can be eaten fresh, 
they’re 
go o d 
fo r 
canning, 
and 
freeze su ccessfu lly. Unfo rtu nately, 
they have to be in perfect co ndi­ 
tio n to do their best — and all to o 
o ften, the ho u sewife gets to u gh, 
limp and stringy beans. 
The simplest ru le to remember in 
bu ying any variety o f snap beans 
- green, o r wax, o f yello w-po d 
is to make su re they really snap. A 
firm, crisp and tender bean will 
snap readily when it’s bro ken. If 
it do esn’t snap, it wo n’t taste go o d

fresh-lo o king, firm bu t tender and 
u nmarked. Try to get po ds in which 
he seeds are still immatu re. 
If yo u ’re planning to bu y fresh 
beans fo r dinner, figu re abo u t three 
cu ps o f beans to the po u nd. Three 
cu ps o f fresh green beans will give 
vo u fo u r average servings.

Always make 
sure that pan handles are turned 
away from the edge of the stove so 
that you won t accidetally knock 
off the pans. Use pans with flat 
bottoms that stand steady on the 
stove, and make sure the pot han­ 
dles are on tight — so they won t 
loosen or turn when you lift the 
hot pan. 
Before you take a hot pan off 
the stove, by the way. have a place 
ready for it so you won't be swing­ 
ing around clutching the hot pan 
while you’re looking for a place to 
set it. And remember to raise the 
cover on the far side first, so the 
steam will come out away from 
you. 
One rule that’s repeated time and

PARIS, Oct. 2 ™ (INS) — Since 
it« inception, three years ago, The 
United State« Military Sea T ran s­ 
portation 
Service 
(MSTS) 
h a s 
grown into an organization which 
employs nearly 29 thou.sand per­ 
son« and operates more than 400 
ship« over the seven Seas. 
The duty of MSTS is to “provide 
ocean transportation of personnel 
and materiel for all agencies of the 
Department of Defense” and “as 
authorized" for other departm ents 
of the United States Oovernment. 
MSTS cargos have i n c 1 u d e d 
everything from G. I.’s to diapered 
dependents 
of military personnel 
and from airplanes to safety pins. 
Prior 
to 
the estab lishm ent of 
MSTS, o c e a n transportation of 
military manpower and materials 
was divided 
b etween 
the 
Naval 
Transportation 
Service 
and 
the 
Army Transportation Corps. 
Shortly after World War II., the 
Department of Defense undertook 
to unify the Armed Forces. 
After a series of studies, the Sec­ 
retary of Defense authorized estab ­ 
lishment within the Naval Depart­ 
ment of a single sea transportation 
service for the Armed Forces. 
Thus, on Octob er 1, 1949, the 
MSTS set up operation under the > 
command of Vice Admiral William 
M. Callaghan, USN. 
The MSTS fleet falls into two 
main categories: ISO ocean-going 
ships 
owned outright b y the .Navy 
and over 
200 
vessels 
chartered 
from commercial owners. 
Of the Navy-owned ships, rough­ 
ly 
one - sixth 
are 
commissioned 
Naval vessels, manned b y white- 
hatted gob s; 
ab out one-half are 
Civil 
Service-manned 
ships; 
the 
remainder operate under civilian 
contract. 
The organization’s principal goal 
is “flexib ility.” MSTS maintains it­ 
self at the right size for each job 
b y a system of chartering com­ 
mercial vessels. 
If

demands 
slacken, 
MSTS releases chartered ships to 
normal civilian trade and if de­ 
mand grows, the organization sim­ 
ply charters more ships. 
Although MSTS was less than

was met successfully. 
During its first two years of 
operation, MSTS carried over 34
